When reason pre- 
vails and causea for disagreement are 
removed a dcnble victory ia secured, 
there le seoursd a victory over pass 
ion which too often includes injustice 
aud there is secured a victory for the 
higher principles of humanity, which 
are alwnys right. 


Force should be tbe last resort when 


differences arise, and it should only 
be need wben all other means am ex- 
hausted. It should be the only re- 
maining method for the adjustment of 
right*, aud tbec. the right tn use it 
enould be so plain that it can ba seen 
by all well meaning people without 
thea;d of a microscope. However griev- 
ona to tha psople of Nevada tba re- 
lations existing betweeu them and the 
Southern Pacific may bave been, there 
is iio cause in any grievance tbat will 
justify those who desire it removed, to 
aid in its continuance, and there ia no 
sacrifice of tuaubooJ when it la sought 
to be removed by those who claim 
they are injured. 


A spirit of revenge is the most de- 


structive spirit tbat can be entertained 
by tbe nnican mind, as it is destructive 
of all tbe better principles there are in 
a ncble manhood.
